. Gary Espmh violated 2 U.S.C. 441b. Because the basis for the recommendation was,set 

forth in the First GCR, and in order to consolidate the RTB Notification with those 
recommended in that Report, this Office requests that the Commission vote on this 
additional recommendation on a 24 Hour tally vote. 
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
